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GRAVE FEARS OF INVASION, 


‘Military Road Recommended by Minié- 
ter Chamberlaiz to Gov. Lees of 


- ad 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9—The answer of 
Venézuela to thé British ultimatum regard- 
ing the building of a military road appears 
to be clearly f6reshadowed in an official 
statement from the Venezuelan Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. This has been received in 


Washington. It states with positiveness the, 


attitude and pelicy of: Venezuela upon the 
exact subjects covered in the ultimatum 
and in Minister «<chamberilain’s letter to the 
Governor of British Guiana. These official 
statements disclose that the ultimatum is 
a repetition of a demand made by Great 
Britain in November last. As Great Britain 
had rio Minister«in Venezuela, relations 
were broken. The German Minister con- 
sented to act fn presenting the British de- 
mands. Venezuela promptly rejected them 
and refused to giye the assurances Great 
Britain asked. The refusal was accompanied 
by a restatement of all Venezuela claimed. 

The official statement from the Venezue- 
lan foreign office covers the policy of 
Venezuela in case the British attempt to 
build the military road recommended by 
British Minister Chamberlain in his letter 
to Gov. Lees of British Guiana. 

The Venezuelan statement closes with the 
significant sentence that on the question of 
building this road the course of V enezuela 
has been such that the ‘invading neigh- 
bors” cannot make another step further on 
the Venezuela side of the line without at 
once provoking a collision. 

At the British legation it is stated with 
positiveness that no advices have been re- 
ceived concerning Venezuela, and that Sir 
Julian Pauncefote hes taken no action 
whatever on the gubjat. This is empha. 
sized to embassy officiais. Sir Julian called 
at the State Department yesterday, but 
the Venezuelan subject was not referred to, 
as the London authorities, it ig declared, are 
not conducting any branch of the nego- 
tiations through the embassy here. _, 

The Venezuelan legation received its first 
_ news of the ultimatum from the Associated 
Press cables. The fact that Minister And- 
rade has not been advised from Veneu- 


zuela indicates that the uPtimatum is still ’ 


en route and has not reached Caracas. 
President Crespo is at present at a sum- 
mer resort and the Vice-President is acting 
President. The Venezuelan Congress will 
not convene next February. It happens 
also, that a Cabinet complication occurred 
ten days ago. Four of the Cabinet, includ- 
ing ‘Dr. Pulido, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
resigned, and President Crespo has not yet 
named their successors. 
-The circumstances of the demand and 
refusal are given as follows in the official 
statement of the Venezuelan Foreign Office 
received here: ‘In September last the Gov- 
ernment knew that the high authorities of 
Demerara, British Guiana, weré ready to 
make protests and raise questions because 
some Venezuelan soldiers had crossed the 
river Cuyuni, near the place where the so- 
called English station is, and had felled 
timber on the right bank of the river. In- 
formation has been received here that this 
movement began by some threats of the 
colonial agents to a certain Venezuelan 
citizen who had resided at that point for 
a long time. It was also known that the 
band of Venezuelan soldiers had crossed’ 
the river only for the purpose of celebrating 
the national .festivity of July 6th in the 
house of some friends of theirs residing in 
that territory. The British colonial agents, 
who have exercised their authority since 
the day in which the Government of De- 
merara wrongfully decided to occupy that 
rt of the Venezuelan territory,-were al- 
owed to continue in their place without 
being molested by the forces of Venezuela. 
“Such was the etate of affairs when in the 
early part of last November the German 
Legation, in charge of the protection of 
British interests in Venezuela, received a 
telegram from Berlin, in which in the name 
of the British Cabinet meation was made 
of a supposed violation of the colonial 
frontier, and assurances were urgently de- 
manded that in the future no Venezuelan 
soldiers should be allowed to cross the 
stream on that side ‘and go to the right 
bank of the Cuyuni River. A declaration of 
this kind by Venezuela would have been 
equivalent to an implied recognition of the 
alleged ‘rights of Great Britain to the pos. 
session of Cuban territory, and would have 
also implied the withdrawal of the severa) 
protests made by Venezuela ever since 1887 
=. n infringement or an abridgement 
of her territory. Under these circumstances 
no hesitation was possible, and the answer 
iven by the Department of Foreign Re- 
ations, far from giving the assurances 
Gemanded by the British Cabinet, served 
only to maké a repetition of all that the 
Republic of Venezuela had said against the 
claims of Great Britain, although stating 
at the same time the desire of the Govern- 
ment to avoid new difficulties through a 
just and fair settlement of the question.”

CORPSES ABOARD. 


Queer Ways to Avoid Rousing Sailors’ 
Superstitions. 


Special to The Post-Dispateh. 

NEW YORK, Oct, 19.—‘‘There was nothing 
unusual in shipping the body of the late 
United States Consul Benedict here from 
Cape Town as a first-class specimen of nat- 
ural history,” said an ex-attache of the 


Consulate in London to-day. “It would 
have been impossible to get it here in any 
other way. It is only within three or four 
years that it hag been possible to bring 
bodies home from abroad for burial without 
practicing some such deception as this. 
The steamship companies refused to take 
them. There was no reason for it, so far 
as I could ever learn, except that the sailors 
were superstitious. Sailors will not sail 
with a body if they know of it in time to 
leave the ship. Of course the purser of the 
ship and the Consular officers interested al- 
ways knew what the box contained, but 
the crew were kent in ignorance of it. I 
remember a distinguished Bishop of the 
Episcopal Church who died at the Langham 
Hotel in. London, being sent home to Mich- 
igan packed in a piano case. Bodies were 
never packed in anything that looked like 
coffins. This body was sent on a German 
steamer from Southampton, and the band 
played merry music as is the custom on 
those vessels, when passengers are em- 
barking, while it was lifted over the ship 
side. The American Minister in London, 
who was a personal friend of the Bishop, 
went with the body to see that it was safely 
aboard, and the band, thinking to please 
hiny, struck up ‘Yankdée Doodle.’ ”’ 

When an American dies abroad the Con- 
sul in the town where he dies has all to say 
about the packing and shipment of the 
body. One of his clerks must be present 
when the coffin is closed and place his official 
seal upon it.

Armenians Tortured Under the 
Eyes of Foreign Ambassadors. 


THROWN INTO PRISONS. 


No Telling How Many Unfortunate 
Christians Have Been Put to Death 
in These Dungeens.

CONSTANTINOPLH, Oct.-2.—The horrors 
ef the Sassoun massacres are being re- 
peated here in Constantinople in these first 
days of © ‘ober, under the eyes of those 
artbassadors who are attempting to intro- 
duce reforms into remote districts. It 
seems almost’ incredible that Stamboul, on | 
which are focused the eyes of Europe, can 
be given over to anarchy in the year 1890, 
and that tortures of the Middle Ages can be 
inflicted with impunity in this city at this 
¢time. Yet such is the case. For two days 
practical anarchy has reigned in Stamboul, 
with this distinction, that it is anarchy 
permitted and encouraged by the author- 
ities and directed against the Armenian 
population. Not for twenty years has such 
terror reigned in the city as exists here to- 
night. There is no longer the slightest 
security for the life and property of any 


Armenian. 

The story of the last two days is briefly 
as follows: 

On Monday, Sept. 30, a body of Armenians, 
numbering probably over 2,000, assembled 
at the Armenian Patriarchiate in Kum 
‘Kapn, a quarter of Stamboul. The meeting 
was under the @irection of the Huntcha- 
gists, the revolutionary society. In spite 
of the patriarch’s advice to be moderate, 
the meeting was of a very fiery character. 
Men and women were there from the Sas- 
foun region and told their stories of wrong 
and outrage until the crowd was maddened 
by the recital. Finally it was determined 
to divide the company into three bodies 
and to go to the Porte at the office of the 
‘Grand Vizier, and present to him, by com- 
mittee, a petition of grievances. _A body 
of 200 started in orderly line toward the 
Porte, but had not proceeded far when they 
were stopped by the police. The people 
insisted: upon their right to petition the 
Porte; the police were firm; an altercation 
took place, and, as is usual in the Bast, 
epithets were exchanged, and in the con- 
fusion a shot was fired. 

In an instant there was a war. The Ar- 
menians near by, all of whom were armed, 
fired on the police, and the police, mounted 
and on foot, charged the crowd. Just how 
many were injured it is difficult to say. A 
conservative estimate would place the 
wounded at forty. The crowd was, how- 
ever, unable to stand the charge and fled. 
This first fracas occurred between noon and 
1 o'clock, Later in the afternoon two en-

Shutters were clapped up over show 
windows. and shop-keepers made for their 
homes. Stamboul had the' air of a city of 
the dead.

‘the only men abroad in Stamboul were the | 
police. Armenians were arrested right 
and left, regardiess of character or occupa- 
tion, and were marched tf Bangs to the 
prisons. The bridge was blockaded and no 
one could pass without being first searched. 
A penknife, a candle even, wa's enough to 
consign an enian to prison, while’ the 
possession of torn clothes or a bruised face 
was conclusive evidence of guilt. Prob- 
ably a thousand Armendans were seized and 
imprisoned before midnight.

On Monday the police received orders to 
kill on the slightest excuse, and through 
the afternoon and evening they fulfilled 
their orders with a will.,. Finally the order 
was modified, and the work was kept up by 
the Softas. At Kassin Pasha, on the Golden 
Horn, more than thirty Armenians were 
killed while sleeping in a kahin. Repeated 
authentic stories of murder in the streets 
came to hand. It is death for a Christian to 
ae peor on the streets of Stamboul after

The builders of the little Protestant 
church, whose enterprise has been so nearly 
successful, have been seized and dragged to 
‘prison; nor is any word vouchsafed. 

One man tells the following story of his 
experience in prison: While under guard he 
was kept in a small room alone. He had 
not been long in the room, however, before 
an Armenian, likewise a prisoner, came in 
and begged piteously that he might stay 
there, Conversation followed, and the Ar- 
menian told his story. He was brought into 
the police office when arrested, and into the 
presence of a sub-officer. By the door stood 
two policemen armed with ciubs. After a 
Sure formal examination the officer left 
the room saying, “Well, finish it.”” No 
sooner had the officer left the room than 
the policemen raised their clubs and struck 


the prisoner over the head. With marvelous 
quickness of wit the Armenian dropped as 
though killed, at the same time spreading 
the blood from theNgounds over his face. 
The policemen ret ed: “That was done 
quickly;’’ then picking the, man up threw 
him, a corpse, as they supposed, into the 


/ next room, He lay there half stunned, but 


still with consciousness enough to realize 
that thre were three dead bodies in the 
same room. He strove to rise, and found as 
he spread out his hands that he lay on top 
of a pile of dead that had been cast there 
before him.. By a subterfuge this man suc- 
ceeded in getting into a group of prisoners, 
and so was conveyed to the room where he 
met the narrator of the story. 
Unfortunately the recital is not unique. In 
every prison in Stamboul men are clubbed 
to death. 

Thus far, however, foreign residents have 
not suffered, and even the Greek popule- 
tion, save in exceptional cases, has not been 
attacked. Unless the excitement increases 
many fold, there is not much danger for 
Western Europeans. Turkish officers and. 
even Softas, stop to think several times be- 
fore they attack a subject of one of those 
Westetn powers which are dreaded.

The Emperor’s manner throughout was 
pleasant and urbane in the extreme and the 
kind words which the Empress addressed 
to the deputation from the ladies of Metz 
seemed to make a deep impression upon 
them.

Metz his majesty required no explanations, 
having studied the ground so thoroughly 


as to be familiar with every foot of it 
naming at a glance the villages, farms an 
hills dotting the country, remarking: ‘‘That 
was where the brave 46th lost so many} 
men,” etc.

Bavarian royal house was invited to the 
fetes at Wo@th was much commented 
upon, especially as the late Emperor Freda 
erick personally commended the Bavarian 
troops during the war and the latter shared 
largely in the triumph of the German arms 
at the battle of Woerth. The official press

Increase of the Judiciary Fails to 
Effect Its Purpose. 


BUT TROLL GETS HIS FEES. 


Judge Edmunds Tells of Some of the 
Evils That Exist aud Gives 
Their Causes. 


Never before in the history of the couris 
of St. Louls have the dockets of both the 
Civil and Criminal branches been so crowid- 
ed as at the present time. Within the pas! 
year the number of civil suits and crimina! 
cases have increased far out Of proportion 
to former years and to the existing facilities 


for hancling them. 


Recently the Post-Dispatch detailed the 
situation in the criminal branch and that 
in the civil division is no better. 

Yet one division of the Criminal Court is 


now idle, has been for months and probably 
will be for sometime. The other day Judge 
Thomas B. Harvey of Division No. 2 con- 
vened court. Then he adjourned it indefin- 
itely because cases in Judge Henry L. Ed- 
munds’ division had to-be trief and there 
Mt but one room in which court could be 
held. 

Two divisions of the Circuit Court are 
being buffetted from the Probate Court 
room to the Chamber of the Court of Ap- 
péeals, with such of the Circuit Court rooms 
as chance to be unoccupied, as way sta- 
tions, while cases continue piling up in the 
Circuit Clerk’s office until they are form- 
ing a discouraging blockade, which the en- 
gine of justice cannot plow through. 


A year ago the condition of the dockets 
in the Criminal and Civil Courts were such 
as to render an increase in the number of 
both an absolute necessity. The St. Louis 
Bar Association took the matter up. Busi- 
hess men interested themselves in the 
movement. It became one of the most 
prominent measures before the General As- 
rembly at its last session at Jefferson City. 
Finally, after a deal of discussion, a futile 
attempt to defeat the movement for politi- 
cal reasons, and a nearly unanimous de- 
mand from St. Louis that relief be 
granted, a law was passed last winter and 
signed by Gov. Stone, increasing the num- 
ber of the divisions of the St. Louis Circuit 
Court from five to seven, and of the Crim- 
inal Court from one to two. ~ 

The act called attention to the overcrow4d- 


_ed condition of the dockets, and provided 


that both divisions of the Criminal Court 
shall sit during the terms already estab- 
lished, and similarly for the two new di- 
visions of the Circuit Court,- presided over 
by Judge Wood and Judge Russell. 

The law providing a new criminal Judge 
might as well not have been passed so far 
as results up to the present time gre con- 
cerned, It has been effectual principally in 
increasing the perquisites enjoyed by Sheriff 
Troll, who has been enabled by it to more 
than double his fees. Judge ey’s di- 
vision of the Criminal Court has had but one 
session of any length, and that was while 
Judge Edmunds was away on his vacation. 

As to the new Circuit Courts, Judge Wood 
and Judge Russell can sit only when two of 
the other divisions are idle. They are also 
a benefit to Sheriff Troll, as he gets fees for 
service by deputies which is never per- 
cormaeg because the courts are not in ses- 

on,

Judge Harvey’s—division, and that the ap- 
pointments be approved. The Judge de- 
clined, stating that his court was not in 
session and that he had no use for two dep- 
uties until it was in session. 

Afterward, it is said, Sheriff Troll asked 
Judge Harvey to appoint two deputy clerks 
for his.division. This demand was also re- 
fused. 


The responsibility for the inability of the 
Second Criminal Court especially to sit rests 
wholly with the House of Delegates. Ac- 
cording to law the courts must be located 
by ordinance. 

“Tt’s an outrage and a shame!” was the 
exclamation of Judge Henry L. Edmunds 
of the Criminal Court when a Post-Dispatch 
reporter called on him at his home, 4258 
Westminster place, last night, and asked 
him for an expression on the present ob- 
structed condition of the St. Louis judi- 
clary. 

“And to think that a political boss is whol- 
ly responsible for it renders it. all the 
worse,’”’ the Judge continued. “The neces- 
sity for three additiona] judges in St. Louis

was made so obvious to the last Legislature 
on a simple presentation of the facts that 
the bill creating them was passed in a jiffy 
and with an emergency clause. That &- 
islature was Republi¢an. 

“A Democratic Governor approved the bill 
promptly and appolated the three Judges, 
all of whom were entirely acgeptable to the 
community, but Judge Harvey’s appoint- 
ment was hailed as especially satisfactory 
by all Democrats. This all occurred last 
April, and since then the three Judges have 
been drawing their salaries at the rate 
of $5,500 a year, but have been prac- 
tically unable to do anything  be- 
cause they have been provided with no 
place in which to hold court. In the case of 
Judge Harvey this is actually true, except 
for the time he held my court while I was 
off on my vacation last summer. The Mu- 
‘nicipal Assembly, which is also Republican, 
took the matter up last August. Both 
houses passed a bill promptly enough pro- 
viding a room for each of the Judges. Under 
the provision of this measure Judge Pea-

I hold that no eater outrage 
was ever committed against the public 
welfare. ‘ 

“It is useless for me to comment at 
length on the injurious results. I could 
fill one page ef your paper and then the 
tale would not be half told. The congested 
condition of my docket is sufficient to epee 
of at this time, and even I cannot off-han 
tell all about that. As a hint, however, in 
that direction, I may call attention to sev- 
eral murder cases with which the public is 
acquainted, and notably those of Jame 
Conway, Southie Gaines, Jennie Winn an 
Noble Shepherd. 

“These cases should have been tried and 
disposed? of long ago, but it has been @ 
physical impossibility for me to take them 
up, and I don’t know when.I can reach 
them. Why, I have to continue two or three 
cases every day, even when both sides are 
ready for trial, because of the crowded 
condition of my docket. 

This all means a useless expense to the

Mr. Joseph Medill Defends the Memory 
of ‘Garfield. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Oct. 19.—In answer to the 
question, “What do you think of Senator 
Sherman’s book in a general and specific 
way?’ Hon. Joseph Medill, publisher of thé 
Tribune, said to-night: 

“The portion of his book which will invite 
the severest criticism is that relating to the

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FILTER THE WATER. 


The*Municipal Assembly should have 
no trouble in determining which of the 
Mayor’s suggestions—the reduction of 
the water rates or the filtering of the 
svater—it will adopt. 

The color and composition of St. Louis 
hydrant water have militated as much 
against the comfert and welfare of St, 
Louis people and the progress of the city 
as the color and composition of St. Lowis 
atmosphere, and has been far more dele- 
terious from a sanitary standpoint. The 
muddy water of St. Louis has been a re- 
proach and a by-word for years.  Al- 
though its condition has not made the 
city unhealthy, yet.there is good reason 
to believe that it would have been health- 
jer if the water had been freed from im- 
purities. From the sanitary standpoint 
the question of filtering the water be- 
comes more important every year as the 
amount of sewage thrown into the river 
increases. 

Private filtering is too costly for the 
mass of the people. The city should 
send through the hydrants only clear, 
pure water. Health, comfort and pro- 
gress demand this. With the completing 
of the new waterworks the surplus rev- 
enue will be ample to do this work and 
perhaps permit also of some reduction of 
the rates. 
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A HOPELESS CASE. 


The difficulties in the way of introduc- 
ing administrative reforms in Turkey for 
he protection of the Christian population 
S made manifest by the manner in which 
the \proposals of the powers have been 
accepted and promulgated by the Turk- 
ish Government. 

The Sultan is between two fires. He 
must comply with the demands of the 
European powers and at the same time 
convince his Moslem subjects that he has 
made no concessions to Christian senti- 
ment. Not only has he resisted the de- 
mands of the powers to the verge of rup- 
ture, but his acceptance of them is made 
td appear as a free act for the benefit of 
all the Turkish people. |

. THE MODERN CITY. 


Mr. F. J. Kingsbury, President of the 
American Social Science Association, has 
come before the public as a defender of 
the growing tendency to live in cities. He 
says that the work of the world must be 
done in cities; that cities are improving 
year by year, and that it is becoming 
easier to combat the corruption and 
wickedness that naturally accompany 
centralization and crowding. . 

At present we have the modern city, 
but notthe model city. When the latter 
arrives Mr. Kingsbury’s position will be 
the true one. Under present conditions 
few thoughtful men will agree with him. 
A large part of thé world’s work must 
be done in cities, but that it need be 
done under the conditions which for the 
most part prevail cannot be admitted. 


parts. There is a comparatively small 
center devoted to “business,” in which 
the buildings are handsome and conveni- 
ent and the streets clean and well kept. 
Alongside of or surrounding this business 
portion, and partly intersecting it, is the 
“slum” district. In the London slums, 
which are very little worse than those of 
Paris, Berlin, Vienna, New York, Bos- 
ton, or St. Louis, the people are crowded 
up to 400 to the acre. The death rate is 
over 40 per cent, and out of every 1,000 
infants born 373 die before they are 3 
years old. The third part of the modern 
city is the residence district of the well- 
to-do. | 

When we boast of the growth and splen- 
dor of our cities, we have in mind the 
two parts occupied for business and resi- 
dence purposes by the prosperous portion 
of the community. No one is foolish 
enough to boast of the slums. And until 
the modern city has found a solution of 
the slum problem, it will be wise for the 
press and the economist to warn the peo- 
ple against crowding too much into the 
cities. 


AN AMBITIOUS WIFE. 


The divorce case of Frank Freeborn of 
Boston is a solemn warning against the 
marrying of a wife who aspires for her” 
husband. 

Mr. Freeborn asserts that although 
he was a good and faithful husband his 
wife was not satisfied because he did not 
get on in the world more rapidly and 
made his life miserable prodding him on 
to greater exertions for fame and for- 
tune. He is only a master in a Latin 
school, whereas she wanted him to be a 
professor in a large university; she want- 
ed him to write books and make himself 
famous. 

Poor Freeborn was not of the stuff 
that professors and famous authors are 
made of, and hence he could not do what 
his ambitious wife wanted him to do. 
He apparently could not even deceive 
her by writing a paper-covered book for 
a Chicago publisher and his wife took her 
disappointed aspiration out on his hair, 
whiskers, hide and patience. She scolded 
him all night and when he bore his scold- 
ing too meekly pulled his hair and whisk- 
ers and kicked him out of bed. One of 
his fellow-boarders testified that she kept 
him awake nights calling her husband a 
fool and telling him to be a man and a 
professor.

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THE DOMESTIC SERVANT PROBLEM. 


The New York Sun makes an interest- 
ing comparison petween the wages of 
domestic servants in this country and 
in England, taking the report of Mr. 
Giffen, the English statistician, as the 
basis of the comparison on the foreign 
side. er 

According to Mr. Giffen, the wages of 
men servants in Engiand range from $150 
to $300, the average being $195, and those 
of women servants range from $50 to $150, 
with an average of $125. The cost of 
board and lodging, which is additionally 
furnished, is estimated at $11 per month. 

According to the Sun, men servants 
receive in New York from $250 to $700 
a year, and women servants from $150 to 
$300. The Sun notes the fact that there 
has been @ great increase.of demand for 
servants, and especially men servants, 
with the increase of wealth, and that the 
household service, except where negroes 
are employed, is almost entirely recruited 
from abroad. i 

Although the estimated wages for New 
York are higher than those prevailing in 
the West and South, yet as compared 
with general foreign wages they bear 
about the same proportion; that is to say, 
they are twice as large, and where white 
servants are employed practically all are 
foreigners or of foreign descent. 

In cities especially native servants are 
& rarity, and to this fact is probably due 
the extremely high wages paid in com- 
parison with European wages. ite 
the enormous immigration of foreign ser- 
vants attracted by the good pay, the de- 
‘mand is far in excess of the supply.

Music Hall, during the ‘final concert last 
night, was filled to ite* utmost capacity. 
Fully 7,000 people were packed there like sar- 
dines in a box. All the seats, aisles and pas- 
sages were filled with people, anxious to 
take a farewell look at the popular band- 
master, and the orchestra space was also 
filed with a crowding, pushing humanity.

United States. :

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—The report of 
the Government directors of the Union Pa- 
cific Railway, as already outlined in these 
dispatches, has been made to the Secretary 
of the Interior. They recommend the ‘fol- 
lowing as a basis of settlement of the debt, 
to be accomplished by congressional legis- 
lation: 

The Attorney General shall immediately 
after the maturity of any portion of the 
debt due to the United States from the 
Union Pacific Railway or the Central Pa- 
cific Railway Companies institute proper 
proceedings for the protection and fore- 
closure of the lien of the United States from 


Omaha to Ogden, and similar proceedings 
for the line from Ogden to Sacramento, 


and thence to San Jose. The Secretary of 
the Treasury shali have power to pay, settle 
and adjust all amounts due, or to become 
due, for principal and interest which are 
| secured by liens prior to the liens of the 
' United, States, including the power to take 
“assignments of any foreclosure decrees se- 
, curing such prior liens if necessary. The 
entire property to be sold to such corpora- 
| tion or purchasing committee as will agree 
‘to refund the entire amount advanced by 
‘the Government. 

| If no committee or corporation shall bid 
‘on minimum price fixed by Congress, it 


shall be the duty of the Secretary to re- 
port to the next session of Congress. The 
‘purchasing committee or corporation shal! 
have power to complete the construction 
| from Sacramento to Omaha, but shall not 
be allowed to consolidate with other trans- 
continental lines. 

Until the purchasing committee is found, 
the control of the properties shall be in the

HOT SPRINGS, Ark., Oct. 19.—The entire 
afterncon was consumed in taking testi- 
mony in the Corbett habeas corpus trial in 
Chancellor Leatherman’s court. | 

Something of a‘sensation was created by 
the 4 ti. oe in court of Attorney Gen- 
eral E. B. Ainsworthy when. case 
was called, who came here to assist Pros- 
ecuting Attorney G. V. Teague in. the pros- 
ecution of Corbett. The Attorney General 
kept Manager Vendig of the Florida Ath- 
letic Club on the stand for an hour or more, 
and carried him through a most d ex- 
amination concerning the nature of such 
“glove contests’”’ as they proposed to give 
here, the character of the gloves to be 
used, etc. At times Vendig became em- 
barrassed at the manner in which the law- 
yer questioned him. 

It was rumo here this depen = that the 
Governor would call a special session of the 
Legislature to pass a law by which he can 
ag hay the fight, notwithstanding the fact 

e has positively stated heretofore that he 
wouki not. 

Sheriff Reb Houpt this afternoon addressed 
the following pointed letter to Governor 
Clarke regarding the situation here: 

“Het Springs, Ark., Oct. 19, 189%—To the 
Hon. “James P. Clarke, Governor of Ar- 
kansas, Little Rock, Ark.—Dear Sir: I see 
from the public that you contemplate a 
probable or possible necessity of military 
occupation of this county for the purpose 
of preserving the peace and preventing a 
meeting between Corbett and Fitzsimmons. 
As the chief peace officer of this county, I 
beg to assure you of my ability to cope suc- 
cessfully with any situation that is likely to 
confront our people. I am sustained in my 
determination to presetve the peace and en- 
force the law-by a citizenship as loyal to 
good ordér as can be found anywhere. [I 
also beg to inform you that the bringing of 
the militia into this county for such a 
purpose is entirely unnecessary and will 
be extremely humiliating to our people. I 
trust I may be pardoned for adverting to 
the fact that I have never yet shrunk from 
an honest discharge of my duty, nor have 
I ever failed to execute process directed to 
me, to enforce the law, or to preserve good 
order in this county. I assure you that I 
Stand ready to execute any process that 
shall come into my hands in regard to any 
condition that may arise here, and to 
promptly execute any lawful order reach- 
ing me from any source. 

‘In conclusion, allow me to say that while 
I entertain no doubt of my ability to pre- 
serve the peace here and to prevent any 
infraction of the laws by Corbett or Fitz- 
simmons, still if my power to do so should 
at any time become even doubtful I will 
promptly call upon you for necessary as- 
Sistance. Yours very truly. 

“REB HOUPT, 

“Sheriff of Garland County.”’ 
The case was submitted to Judge Leather- 
’ man iate this evening without argument, 
and he promptly ordered the defendant, 
Corbett, released from custody. He said 
‘there was no law under which he could be 
held, as there was no law prohibiting glove 

contests of a limited number of rounds. 

Attorney General Ainsworthy appealed 
from the decision of Judge Leatherman and 
will take the case before the Supreme Court 
next week. Those favoring the contest here 
are greatly pleased at the turn of affairs 
and say the fight will surely take place if 
Fitzsimmons can be got here.

Ghastly Find in a Vacant Lot on 
Kossuth Avenue, 


LATEST HORRIBLE MYSTERY. 


A Six-Months-Old Bey Lying Dead And 
Naked For Vagrant Degs 
te Gambol Over. 


Two dogs playing with and biting the 
body of a 6-months-old male infant was the 
horrible sight witnessed by Joseph Schaff- 
ner of 908 Gratiot street yesterday afternoon 
as he was passing a vacant lot between Kos- 
suth and Lee avenues. ‘ 

He first noticed the dogs playing with 
something white. They would fasten their 
teeth in it and drag it about the lot, and then 
they would fight for the possession of ft. 

Schaffner’s curiosity was aroused by their 
antics, and he advanced nearer to watch 
them more closely. He had hardly taken a 
dozen steps before he uttered &n exclama- 
tion of horror. 

The dogs were using a dead child for their 
plaything. 

Schaffner chased the dogs away and then 
he put the baby’s body-in a place of safety 
while he ran to notify a policeman. After 
quite a search he located Officer Hogan, and 
the pair went back to the lot, 

The infant’s flesh was torn in some places, 
but the wounds were manifestly made by the 
teeth of the dogs, and there was no sign of 
a hurt, such as might have caused death. 

There was absolutely no clew to the little 
one’s identity. The child was a boy about 6 
oe old. Its Httle body was entirely 
na s 


Hogan telephoned for the city undertak- 
er’s wagon and while waiting for its arrival 
tried tO learn something in the neighbor- 
hood which would lead to the infant’s iden- 
tification. The neighborhood around the 
vacant lot where Schaffner found the infant 
is rather sparsely settled and most of the 
people living there are the families of la- 
borers and teamsters. The lot is just across 
from the northwestern end of the Fair 
Grounds. In this meighborhood Hogan in- 
quired at every house. At some of the 
places the mothers screamed at first and 
ran to see if their little ones were safe. 
Then, upon finding th in their cradles 
they would go back and joyfully inform the 
policeman that he would have to inquire 
in some other family. 

Hogan could not obtain the slightest clew 
as to who the little one’s parents were, and 
finally late in the evening he gave up his 
Search and was relieved by a special of- 
ficer who took up the mysterious case. 

When the city undertaker’s wagon ar- 
rived, about an hour after Hogan had tel- 
ephoned, the body was placed in it in a bas- 
ket, which Schaffner had used to protect 
the infant from the dogs and taken to the 
Morgue.

Six o’clock came, and the wharf 
was deserted, but the little dog sat on,

With his head hanging over 
the stringpiece of the wharf, he crouched 
there for~ hours, imthovable, making no 
noise, looking steadily down into the water.

im from. his self-assigned — of duty, 
but the dog resented. the man’s well-meant 
interference, growling piteously, and the 
man retired. 

It was late in the day that his master’s 
body was recovered, and not until a little 
knot of silent men. set out through the 
streets, mechanically escorting the bier, 
that the sorrowing animal abruptly for- 
sook his place on the pier, trotting mutely 
beside the, body, the picture of dejection 
and misery.

Not long after the funeral pro- 
cession had returned from the burial ground 
the faithful animal having accompanied it 
there, the family missed it from the house.

Science and Revelation. 

Prof. D. G. Brinton, one\ of the most 
learned sciéntists of tlie day, has récently 
stated«that.science agrees with réyélation 
concerning mah’s creation. He accepts the 
belief a® sét forth “in Genesis, that man 
originated at some one point on the globe, 
and from an original ‘first pair.” He. en- 
deavors to locate the place where the first 
human being was created. The Professor 
reasons that the original‘man could. not 
have been put upon any small island, or he 
would have perished, nor in any cold region, 
nor in a place ‘“‘where the remains of the 
highest animals below him were absent.” 
This rules out Australia, North and South 
America, South Africa, South India, North- 
ern Europe and Northern Asia. We have 
left only the land which lies between the 
Himalayas on the east and Portugal on the 
west. and extends north and south, includ- 
ing Southern Europe and North Africa only. 
It is a significant fact that here, and here 
alone, have been found the earliest remains 
of primitive man that have as yet been dis- 
covered. 


The Church’s Opportunity. 

An article under the above caption, and of 
paramount interest and importance, appears 
in The Contemporary Review for Septem- 
ber. It is from the pen of Mr. Samuel A. 
Barnett and treats of the magnificent oppor- 
tunity the Church of England possesses to 
“step in and effectually settle some of the 
serious social questions of the day.” He 
declares that the church’s raison d’e’tre is 
to make the temporal ruler or sovereign 
God’s servant, and to establish God’s King- 
dom upon earth. He first pictures the con- 
dition of the rich and the poor, and their 
antagonism to each other. The only way 
to bridge this gulf is the right way, that ts 
by saving souls, by true conversion. The 
possibilitiés' of the chureh fr. this«direction 
are -utilimifed... There is“‘money enough, 
there is machinery enough, there are people 
enough in the church to convert the entire 
world tm a decade, to say nothing of Eng- 
land, or the States, or any other single na- 
tion. Here, then, is the opportunity. Will 
the church seize it? ‘‘There is no object in 
keeping -up the stays when the ship is 
launched; it is then wiser to man the ship.” 


Mr. Moody Still At It. 

There perhaps never lived the man who 
was the father of so many distinct organiza- 
tions for doing good as is D. L. Moody, the 
evangelist. He is indefatigable in his labors, 
and boundless in his resources. The latest 
(or it may be by this time but one~of the 
latest) inaugurated by him for practical 
Christian work has for its aim the distribu- 
tion of good literature in prisons. It works 
in. conjunction with the Colportage Asso- 
citation connected with the Bible Institute at 
Chicago, which has a prison fund for that 
purpose. The society has good books’by the 
best Christian writers of the day and seeks 
to circulate them as economically as pos- 
sible. 


Some Bible Faets. 

A prisoner in solitary confinement Was 
given a copy of the Bible, and after three 
years’ careful study he obtained these facts: 
The Bible contains 3,586,489 letters, 778,692 
words, 31,174 verses, 1,189 chapters, and 66 
books. The word ‘“‘and’’ oceurs 46,277 times, 
the word “Lord” 1,855 times, the word “‘rev- 
erend”’ but once, which is in Psalms cxl., 9. 
The most feadable chapter he counted, Acts, 
xxvi.. The longest verse in the book is 
Wisther viii, 9; the shortest verse, John 
xi, 36. 


The Church of England. 

The Literary Digest states that a move- 
ment fs to be inaugurated at the meetings 
of the church congress at Norwich to be 
held this month, which will be of great 
fmportahce to the ‘lower ranks of the clergy 
in the church of England. An effort will be 
made to place the curates in a far better 
relative position to the beneficed clergy than 
they now enjoy. This new curates movement 
seeks two reforms: (1) The abolition. of the 
present system of patronage in the Chufth 
of England; and (2) the extinction of the éx- 
isting distinctions between incumbents and 
curates- by the substitution instead of pa- 
‘rochial colleges for priests.

Our Lord’s Second Coming. 

When Christ rose on that glorious Baster 
morn most two thousand years ago, and 
forty days later ascended into Heaven to 
sit at the right hand of Goda the Father, he 
did not’ bid a final farewell to this world of 
ours. His owh words are that he ‘will 
come again.” ‘This promise is the mainstay 
of many faiths. Just when that time will 
come wé cannot tell, though it is not an un- 
usual occurrence for some of the sects, such 
as the Adventists, to- announce his imme- 
diate appearance and make elaborate prep- 
afations for his -reception. «’. Occasionally 
these latter burst out into some sort of a 
spasmodic fervor, and toss all their jewelry 
into a kind of ecclesiastical pawnshop, for 
which their peace of mind is value received. 
There is a really ugique notion, though, 
“among the Oriental Jews, that the coming 
of the steam railroad is the forerunner of 
the coming of the Messiah. The idea is’ 
sbuilt, too, on a good foundation. In the 
twentieth verse of the last chapter of the 
phophecy of Isaiah'are these words: “They 
shall bring all your brethren for an offering 
Unto the Lord out of all nations, upon 
horsés and in chariots, or in litters and upon 
mules, and upon swift beasts,” etc. The 
word “Kirkaroth,” which is translated 
“swift beasts,” is claimed by that eminent 
Hebrew scholar, Dr. Mendes, to mean liter- 
ally a “swaying furnace.” This is the only 
time the word is used in the Bible. No- 
where is it used for any known species of 
animal. The early translators of the Bible 
knew of no such thing as a locomotive, 80 
they supplied “swift beasts.’’ A double 
importance is attached to this passage—doc- 
trinal and scientific. Doctrinally, it may 
really show the ‘time and place of the 
Saviour’s secohd advent. Scientifically, it 
may be a further proof that steam rail- 
roads were known in ancient times. Wen- 
dell Phillips, in his great lecture on “The 
Lost Arts,’”’ declares that the railroad is not 
a new thing under the sun; and Arago has 
claimed that the Egyptians had a knowl- 
edge of steam.

“The object of the weather service,” said 
he, “is to conduct and maintain services 
in each State. The observers are public- 
spirited, citizens in every county, who take 
observations daily and report regularly to 
the State Director. The instruments and 
other appliances are furnished mainly by 
the United States Weather Bureau. 
“These different State weather services 
issue weekly a crop report showing the 
condition of all growing crops. The ad- 
vantages of such publications to the public 
at large, based upon impartial observa- 
tions by disinterested and wholly volun- 
teer observers, are obvious. 
“These observers serve entirely without 
compensation, and it has ever been a mat- 
ter of pride that their work has been uni- 
formly accurate and comprehensive. 

“The directors of the various services 
have for four years been holding an annual 
convention at some central point for the 
purpose of discussing such subjects as 
j will tend to improve the service as a whole.

MEAT INSPECTION. 


Washington Officials Decline to Mod- 
ify Their Construction of the Law. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19,—Robert Gantz, 
editor of the National Provisioner,had an in- 
terview to-day with Secretary Morton and 
Dr. Salmon, -Chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, respecting the construction placed 


by the Agricultural Department n the 
meat inspection laws. Mr. Gantz represent- 
ed to the Secretary that the regulations 
laid down would bear very hard upon the 
meat exporters, and if literally enforced he 
feared they would result in the breaking 
down of our meat export trade and its 
transfer to Australia and Argentine. He 
held that the department ought to be satis- 
fied with the inspection of the cattle as they 
were killed, and that the subsquent effort 
te inspect the goods after it was canned 
or packed was impracticable and unneces- 
sary, and very burdensome to the meat in- 
terests. Secretary Morton replied that he 
could not change his views as to the in- 
tent of the law and amendments. He would 
not oppose an attempt to have the amend- 
ment of 1895 repealed, but as it stood he 
must insist upon the tracking of the 

and packed meats intended for export. He 
would consent, however, to modify plan 
so that if the meat was thoroughly inspected 
before it was packed the department would 
content itself with an identification of cases 
or cans thereafter.

MRS. CLARKE’S CASE. 


Judge Toney Dissolves the Injunction 
Against the G. A. R. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 19.—Judge Toney 
rendered his decision to-day in the suit 
of Mrs. Ada F. Clark of Canton, O., against 
the officers of the Woman’s Relief Corps. 
Mrs. Clark was a member of the relief corps 
and was expelled some time ago. At each

When the encampment was held here she 
filed an injunction suit, which. was heard 
by Judge Toney, to compel the order to 
reinstate her. Judge Toney decided that 
the proof showed that the women of the 
order did not desire Mrs. Clark as a mem- 
ber, and said he knew of no law to force 
them to admit her to their order. He ac- 
cordingly dissolved the temporary fre- 
straining order. 

The case was argued very fully by some 
of the most prominent lawyers in the coun- 
try, who were attending the Grand Army 
reunion, and Judge Toney took the case 
under advisement on its merits. This morn- 
ing he sustained the demurrer of the de- 
fendants to Mrs. Clark's petition, The case 
is said to have been decided similarly sev- 
eral times by courts elsewhere. 


Anthracite Rates Rising. 

nthracite coal will cost more money this 
hana than consumers were figuring on. 
Twice this month has the price been raised 
2% cents a ton. Hard coal is now $6.75 a ton.

JUDGES AS DEFENDANTS, 


Unusual Proceeding Growing Out of 
the Murdeck-Dickson Litigation. 


The latest phase in the litigation over the 
partnership estate of Murdock & Dickson 
puts the St. Louis Circuit Judges on the 


defensive. 

It also raises the question of the relative 
powers of the Probate and Circuit Courts. 

Murdock & Di on were auctioneers in 
St. Louis many years ago, and their as- 
sets were large. Dickson edied in 1871 and 
John J. Murdock qualified as partnership 
administrator, giving bond in the sum of 
$125,000. In October, 1873, Murdock made an 
assignment for the firm to John G. Priest. 
Recently the Dickson heirs sued Priest for 
a settlement, claiming that he owed the 
estate a large sum of money. Priest made 
answer in the Probate Court reporting that 
he had about $8,000 due the estate. 

Public Administrator Richardson had 
taken out letters of administration on the 
estate in order to bring the suit, and dur- 
ing the investigation of the records it was 
discovered that at the time Murdock as- 
signed the estate it was in Probate, he be- 
ing administrator. Two months after the 
assignment he was called on to furnish a 
new bond of $12,000, and failing to do so 
the estate dropped out of his hands and re- 
mained without an administrator until Dr. 
Richardson was appointed.

Increasing supplies in sight are the most 
prominent influences in the general situa- 
tion at present. The spurt in prices that 
culminated a short time ago in about a 10c 
advance, started Russia to exporting once 
more, and even increased India's shipments 
slightly, which, with the increased clear- 
ances from this country, put afloat a very 
large amount of wheat for Europe. Week 
before last “‘ocean wheat” increased 3,000,- 
000 bu. European wheat raising countries 
are also marketing home-grown supplies, 
thus adding to their stocks. It will not be 
surprising to see continental stocks when 
next reported show a very large increase. 
The unprecedented movement of spring 
wheat, which shows no symptoms of abate- 
ment, is also telling on the home supplies. 
The last increase in the visible was over 
2,600,000 bu (Bradstreet’s reported 4,700,000 bu 
increase in its available) and the prospects 
are for another large increase to-morrow. 
Increases of 900,000 bu at Minneapolis and of 
325,000 bu at Duluth stocks are anticipated, 
and of 100,000 bu at St. Louis and perhaps 
500,00 bu at Chicago. Estimates are for 
© 000,000 to 2,500,000 bu increase in the visible, 
where one year ago it was 1,586, bu.

Considerable uneasiness has been felt over 
the continued long dry spell in winter wheat 
territory. The country is as dry asa bone 
everywhere that winter wheat is grown. 
In many sections where the seed has been 
sown the plant has not grown at all and, 
notablv in the Southwest, advices are that 
farmers have to re-seed. This is not alone 
due to the drought, but also to the poor 
quality of the seed used, its germinating 
qualities being apparently dead. In other 
sections the plant that is above the ground 
is sickly, and it is asserted not in condition 
to withstand winter weather. The most im- 
portant fact, however, i# that the area 
seeded to winter wheat will most probably 
be very materially reduced, so that even if 
the plant does winter well and come out in 
the_.spring with favoring weather to assist 
it, the yield can hardly be an average one.

Speaking of the drought conditions the 
Daily Commercial Bulletin of yesterday 
said: There was one winter wheat crop that 
was ‘‘sown in the dust’’ that came out very 
much better than any one looked for. This 
was the crop of 1892. The fall of 1891 was 
very much similar to that of this year.

The New York cotton market, by private 
wire to A. C. Petri: 

NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—The cotton market 
to-day has been utterly demoralized. 
Liquidation in’ both the Live ol and New 
York markets; as well as in New Orleans, 
has been enormous. In this market alone 
the transactions during the two hours’ trad- 
ing aggregate 287,200 bales. The trade went 
home last evening with an idea that some 
support would be given to the Liverpool 
market this morning, but they were doomed 
to disappointment. Under heavy liquidation 
that market declined and closed easy from 
7 to 8 points below last evening. Sales of 
spot cotton were only 7,000 bales, at a de- 
cline in quotations of 8-32d. In response to 
this weakness abroad our market opened 
weak at a sharp decline of from 15 to 21 
points. Considerable support developed at 
the opening, however, which caused a rally 
of about 6 points. At the advance, how- 
ever, a selling movement again set in which 
carried prices rapidly downward until the 
close, which wag from 24 to 26 points under 
last evening. Since the close of our market 
advices from New Orleans, which market 
is not closed until 1 o’clock our time, indi- 
cate extreme demoralization there, Jan- 
uary rong broke sharply about 20 points 
since our close, or a fotal of 48 points for 
the day. That the bull clique in that mar- 
ket are liquidating is now apparent to every 
one and until the selling pressure is re- 
moved by complete liquidation, then a 
sharp rally may be expected. The South- 
ern spot markets are all easier, as is natural 
in view of the strained situation. Receipts 
for the day are estimated at 40,000 bales, 
against 44,576 last week and 54,411 last year.

It is well to be grafeful for even small 
favors, and when Lee Stone stood in the

With such an enormous increase in con- 
sumption, the cro must keep pace, if 
prices are not to advance unduly. 

An American crop of 6,800,000 to 7,000,000 
bales is insufficient to supply the spindles 
of the world, when running at full capacity; 
and if the last crop had not been such a 
very large one we waQuld now have staring 
us in the face the danger of an insufficient 
supply of cotton to September 1, 1896, and, 
of course, much higher prices, than pre- 
vail even now. As stated above, cotton is 
the one article that Europe must have and 
cannot procure from other countries in suffi- 
cient quantities if a quality similar to the 
American article, and thus this European 
demand, recurring annually and constantly, 
has in time brought about a method of ex- 
porting the crops, that frequently exerts 
a powerful influence on prices on this side 
of the Atlantic. : 

From the middle of June, or as soon 
thereafter as reasonable guesses can be 
made on the growing crop, the European 
and American exporters of cotton, acting 
in concert with thousands of local buyers 
throughout the South, offer cotton § for 
shipments during September, October, No- 
vember and for the later months as the 
season progresses, in c. i. t. terms, to im- 
porters, spinners, agents and speculators 
in England, Germany, France, Russia, 
Italy, Spain, Poland and Austria-Hungary. 
Sales made in this way are covered by pur- 
chases of futures, either at Liverpool, New 
York or New Orleans, as a hedge until the 
actual cotton can be purchased in the 
Southern markets. After the actual cot- 
ton has been purchased, the future con- 
tracts, or hedges are sold out, as the actual 
cotton shipped abroad fills the c. i. f. sales 
or contracts. 

Now this business is often very profitable 
for the exporters when the more accurate 
information on the coming crop in October 
justifies or verifies the early guesses in 
June or July, on which the sale for export 
were made at the time; but it may prove 
very disastrous to the exporters if the re- 
verse conditions of the above obtain in Oc- 
tober or November. 

It is with the reverse conditions that we 
are confronted with this year, and hence 
exporters are eager buyers in all Southern 
markets in order to fill their sales for Oc- 
tober, November and December shipments, 
made to Europe months ago, when the crop 
guesses were from 8,000,000 to 9,000,000 bales. 

The European buyer will not settle for the 
differences, as he wants his cotton which he 
has sold again to some spinner, and the 
spinner and manufacturer has already en- 
tered into contracts for delivery of the 
goods to be made out of the cotton pur- 
chased from the Liverpool, Havre or Bre- 
men importer. 

As all shipments sold on c. i. f. terms for 
a specific month must be shipped within tha: 
month and the bill of lading bear.the date 
of that month, one can readily see why ex- 
porters are such eager buyers at present, to 
fill their October and November engage- 
ments. 

The exporters have sold themselves into a 
hole and they will have a hard time to gex 
out of it, as crop accounts do not improve 
or crop estimates or current reccipts do no: 
increase. 

This state of affairs has been brought 
about because in the past years sellers to 
Europe on c. i, f. terms have generally been 
on the winning side, with probabiy one 
year’s exception, and as especially last 
year’s c. i. f. sales paid handsomely, the 
exporters hoped to get equally favorable 
conditions to operate upon this year and feli 
into a trap. 

The following exhibit of prices and crops 
will illustrate how the c. i. f. shippers have 
fared in the last few years:

DULLNESS IN STOCKS. 


Nothing in Present ‘Conditions to En- 
courage Investors. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—The dullness in the 
stock market becomes more intensified 
with the course of time. The ordinary and 
probable sufficient explanation of the pre- 
vailing stagnation is the vacuity of the 
general financial outlook. It will be re- 


called that when the stock market Was 
advancing several months ago the expla- 
nations of its-course at that time were just 
such matters as have now come to pass, 
namely the business improvement and the 
hopes of good crops. Speculative powder 
will not burn twice, and it is evident that 
before the stock market takes on a defi- 
nite tone, the situatien must so shape itself 
as to influence general sentiment. There 
is nothing in the present outlook that is 
especia.ly encouraging. 

The most important development was 
the steady advance in sterling exchange. 
Prior to this week it seemed as if this in- 
to this week it seemed as if this always in- 
fluential factor in the speculation might al- 
most be dismissed from immediate calcula- 
tions, but the very sensitive nature of that 
market in all the curreagt circumstances 
was shown in the rapid recovery made in 
the rates for bills this week. 

In spite of the rapid recovery in exchange 
rates did not reach a point which under or- 
dinary circumstances would permit of the 
profitable exportation of gold. Only $400,- 
000 was exported this week, and that was 
shipped to Scuth America a somewhat un- 
usual proceeding. 

The continued strength of exchange natu- 
rally led to Wal street rumors of ship- 
ments of gold next week, and the delicate 
nature of the exchange market makes it 
difficult to say whether any gold will go or 
not. 

It is evident that the financial situation 
and the outlook appear in such a light to the 
larger interests of Wall Street as to deter 
them from taking any considerable inter- 
est in the stock market. A general price 
level has been established, which certainly 
appears to be an adequate enough reflec- 
tion of the improvement in the situation 
since last March. The underlying sentiment 
of the street is still fairly cheerfu], or 
rather hopeful. It is believed that with a 
country like the United States the trend 
of events has a general tendency toward 
growth, and for that reason the average 
of possibilities always favors the bull side 
of the market. At the same time, with the 
gradual dying out of the rampant bull 
sentiment created by the striking operation 
of the bond syndicate in the early part of 
the year, the speculation shows signs of be- 
coming water-logged. Moreover it is now 
recognized that how ever much was ac- 
complished through the bond syndicate op- 
erations, the real sources of the trouble 
which culminated in February were not so 
much as touched. The national treasury 
is still conducting a losing business, which 
is the natural result of esthee the cur- 
rency redundant. The burden of supply- 
ing gold coin in the settlement of the for- 
eign exchanges still devolves upon the Na- 
tional Treasury, and the latter remaihs 
without any sources or powers to obtatin 
gold, except through issues of bonds. Stili

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INADEQUACY OF THE BASIS. 


Time Limit Fixed by Statute for Re- 
districting the City Is Entire- 
ly Toe Short. 


The men who drew up. the new election 
law di@/not, seemingly, take into account 
the transitory and the migratory conditions 
of the population of Missouri's great city. 
They made a law based. upon settled condi- 
tions, and theoretically it seemed: to be all | 
right. They p ribed that the distribu- 
tion of citizenship of three years ago—as il- 
lustrated by thé Presidential election of 1892 
would do to steer by for. 189, and they 
limited the Election Board to a date preced- 
ing the Presidential and State elections of 
1896, in its preparation of the vital detalls 
for that election, eight months anterior to 
this great eventuation. 5 “i 


Now, this is about the mitk in the next 
big cocoanut, as far as the City of 8&t. Louis 
is concerned: There have been varying and 
unaecountable changes in the population of 
the city. Tht uniform growth of popula- 
tion theorized by the makers of the statute 
has been a theory only. In some places 
there has been a growth almost phenomena! 
in its extent, and in others there has been a 
falling off. The increase in the West Side 
wards in the last three years has been so 
extraordinary as to have gone beyond or- 
dinary rules of calculation; on the Bas 
Side the precincts have fallen off until it 
Will be necessary in some instances to 
bunch three of them together to make two 
good, healthy poiliing districts under the 
new law. While there has beeen a distinct 
advance in the sum total of population, 
there has been a most singular shifting of 
relative population among the wards, and 
here is where the Election Board’s trouble 
bobs up—where its nerve and judgment are 
appealed to in applying the law. 

The 18 precincts under the old law will 
become 225 under the new one. There 
has beén to date, according to the best in- 
formation, an increase of about 150,000 popu- 
lation since the last presidential election: 
but this increase has not, as just related, 
been uniformly distributed over town. 
While the general increase was. going on 
there has been a singular migratory action 
within the city lines, and the tendency 
has heen to migrate westward. What the 
tendency will be during the year to elapse 
before the next election no one can tell, 
and this fs one thing that puzzles the elec- 
tion board. The board is limited in its work 
of redistricting to the first of next March, 
many months before the election, and this 
period must be covered by speculation, by 
guess work to a degree. . 

Commissioner Higgins said 
Dispatch reporter: 

“Just at the present time the board is 
largely engaged in reliminary work. 
Our object is to try and redistrict the city 
into voting precincts, which at the time the 
registration begins under the new law. 
nexi fall, will contain in the neighborhood 
of 300 voters. The difficult portion of the 
city to rearrange is the western part, as 
the immigration to that section from other 

arts of the city during the last four years 

as been very large, and is still going’ on. 
How it will stand next fall is the problem 
we are dealing with. 

“We now have out a corps of clerks in 
the Twenty-sixth Ward making a house-to- 
house canvass to ascertain the difference 
between, the present voting population and 
the vote cast at the election of 1892. ‘Thi 
is the largest ward [fn fhe city, and Jit fs 
growing rapidly. The clerks are working 
by twos, one Democrat and one Republican, 
so that the work of the clerks may be re- 
lied upon as fair. They are making no 
record of names or numbers—merely get- 
ting at the number of voters in the ward, 
block by block. If the result of this can- 
vass shows any large or disproportionate 
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of the EKastern cities. They will take up 
their abode in New Haven, + where Mr.

the present, we will have to make a canvass 
of all the outlying wards to insure the for- 
mation of precincts which shal] not numerl- 
cally exceed the maximum of the law—400. 
Our aim, as I say, will be to make them 300. 

“There will be another difficulty, not so 
serious, in dealing with the East Side 
wards. Where the “gi tenreonr: has thinned 
out by the general westward movement 
that has been going on gradually for years, 
we will have to consolidate; but it is less 
important to readjust these depleted sec- 
tions than to cut down the overflow dis- 
tricts to the size provided in the law. The 
main trouble is to calculate ahead a year, 
as the movement and increase of popu- 
lation have been so irregular in different 
Sections of the West Side that there is 
really no standard hy which the board can 
be guided. This is what the informal can- 
Vass is for—to get an approximate idea of 
this shifting of the people. 


“We apprehend that the board will be 
obliged to reduce the precincts in these rap- 
idly growing parts of town to an enumera- 

ion of somewhat less than three hundred, 
on the basis of the present count, so that 
by next year it shall not exceed or 
greatly exceed three hundred voters for 
each precinct. While the new law pre- 
scribes a maximum of four hundred, it 
places no maximum limit upon any one 
precinct, so that the board is left free in its 
Giscretion as to figuring on these changes 
of population. It is possible that we may 
set some rapidly growing precincts as low 
as 250 on the basis of the present enumera- 
tion. The truth is, We must proceed largely 
upon our judgment, as there is no rule of 
aver s whatever by which we can be 
guided, either with reference to the in- 
creasing West Side section or to the di- 
minishing portions of the city in the bnsi- 
ness center. This is a state of affairs that 
does not seem to have been contemplated 
by the framers of the new law. 

“If we followed the law literally and 
made the readjustment on the basis of the 
vote of '92, we should go sadly astray in 
both s ctions; but fortunately there Is a 
discretion given us by the provision that 
the new precincts shall contain approx!- 
mately 300 voters, and not more than 400. 
We shall be obliged to give this latitude a 
broad interpretation in order to execute 
the law's intention intelligently. The elec- | 
tion of '$2 will not do for this purpose, and 
the board has been, up to. the adoption 
of the house-to-house canyass idea, in a 
quandary as to the best way out of the 
difficulty. But the time is too limited and 
our facilities are too small to go over the 
whole city in this way. The whole work 
must be completed by the ist of March, and 
our entire foree c of only twelve 
clerks, One-half of ese are now can- 
vassing in Ward.

CHICAGO, TL, Oct. 19.—Prospects of big 
local receipts and another increase in the 
visible supply knocked another %c off the 
price of Dec. wheat to-day. May corn 
closed 4c lower, May oats 4c and provisions 
finished at declines. Wheat opened higher 


to-day and sold %c above the close yester- 
day, but soon turned heavy and declined 
%c, but recovered a fraction of the decline, 
The early strength was due to the steady, 
firm cables. and to the fact that there was 
fo rain yet in the winter wheat belt, not- 
withstanding the predictions yesterday. 
For a time there was good covering and not 
much for sale, the résult being a tempora- 


ij rily strong market. But the strength soon 


started free selling not only of long stuff, 
but for the short account as well. Armour 
ldwin-Farnum, Schwartz-Dupre, Giffo 
& Brosseau all sold heavily and started 
the price downward. The anticipation of 
a large increase in local stocks, a big addi- 
tion to the visible supply and the hea 
deliveries in the Northwest, with some as- 
sértions that they were likely to keep up for 
ninety days at least, all contributed to the 
weak factors, and finally carried the ce 
off %c from the opening. Trade was n 
very dull and confined largely to the local 
talent, with big operators apparently bear- 
ish and the scalping crowd inclined to fol- 
low. .Dec. sold at 60%c early, sold off to 
604%c, up to 60%c and then down to 60c, clos- 
ing with that bid. Estimated receipts for 
Monday include 500 cars of wheat and this 
had much to do with the weakness, 48 
well as the estimate of over 2,000,000 bu 
increase in the visible Monday. Corn was 
weak and dull. The inquiry for cash corn 
was good, but the stiffness of lake freights 
rather hindered the shipping movement. 
Receipts were 333 cars and 410 cars are 
estimated for Monday. In addition to the 
rail receipts to-day, 15,000 bu came in by 
canal.

IT’S NEEDS AND DESERTS. 


An Institution Rua With a View to 
Assisting Girls Who Have Beea 
Tempted. 


One of the most deserving charities in St. 
Louis—the White Cross Home—is sorely in 
need of funds for its maintenance. 

The home was established February 2, 
1888, and almost since its inception, it has 
been a struggle for the charitable ladies 
who have organized and maintained it, td 
raise funds for its continuance. 

The objects of the home appeal more 
strongly to the charity and sympathy of all 
good people than many institutions more 
frequently and prominently mentioned. 

It is a heaven for betrayed girls. The 
young confiding woman, who, through 
weakness and love, has been led astray, 
can apply to the home and be taken into its 
shelter, and under the care of the tender 
noble. women who are meintaining i and 
thus be saved from a life of shame and 
perhaps from suicide. 

The home has at times had as many as 
18 inmates and now has six, who are being 
taken care of until they can go back. te 
their homes or can secure positions and be- 
come self-supporting, No charge is made 
for this care and shelter except where the 
friends or relatives of the unfortunate girl 
are in positions to come to their assistance. 
For this reason the home must necessarily 
be largely maintained by subscription.

Sutter has been having all kinds of trouble 
himself, although he-insists that he had 
nothing to do with the turmoil.

At a hastily 
called conference of the nurses upon her 
return she reported that Dr. Starkloff had 
told her over 100 prominent cftizens had 
etitioned the Board of Health for Miss 
Warr’s restoration, and that some of them 
had even gone to see the Mayor. Some of 
the nurses have influential friends them- 
selves and for this reason they intend to 
withhold their resignations until they see 
what can be done. 

But “take orders from Miss Warr—never. 
We'll, resign in a body first,” declared 
one of the young ladies yesterday. 

“All the nurses in Division M,” con- 
tinued this young lady, “refused to have 
anything to do there after Miss Warr took 
charge to-day. fe ali intend to resign if 
ehe remains over us. We have decided that 
among ourselves. We were expecting Dr. 
Starkloff out here to-day, but he didn’t 
come. We think he'll be here to-morrow 
and then we'll find out all about it. 


‘‘The truth of the matter is Miss Warr is | 


not popular. She is hard to get along with. 
I can’t say just whr. but she is. Besides, 
whe is not a St. Louis woman. Most of the 
trained nurses here have fathers and 
brothers who are taxpayers, and it seems 
to me that taxpayers should be given the 

reference. Now there’s Miss Gardiner. 
Bhe's been eight years here and her brother 
is a taxpayer and quite well-to-do.”’ 

Miss arr was interviewed by the re- 
porter. She is tall and slender, of dignified, 
not to say severe demeanor. She said that 
she was entirely ignorant of any dissatis- 
faction over her restoration to power and 
tho t that none existed. 

“I have discerned none of it,” said Miss 
Warr, ‘‘and I can see no reason for it exist- 
ing. he sad tragedy here the other night 
made. it necessary that some one should 
have supervision of the nurses.

West show, and few knew how much was 
within to amuse and instruct. 

These people are the remnants of the 
once powerful Montezumans of Mexico. 
Only a few hundred of them remain, and 
they are fast d‘sappearing. In a few de- 
cades they will be extinct. In the last two 
years their numbers have been reduced 
nearly 4 per cent. Not from war, want or 
disease has the death wate so far exceeded 
the birth rate. They are a peaceful, happy, 
agricultural people, cleanly, moral and pros- 
perous. Yet civilization apparently does 
not agree with them. Perhaps it is fate. 
but from whatever reason while the adults 
appear to be healthy and vigorous, the ma- 
jority of the rising generation die before 
reaching maturity. 


They come from New Mexico. and are 
enumerated with the Pueb!o Indians.

heir pottery is about the best Indian prod- 
uct obtainable. They make all kinds of ves- 
sels, from a tiny pot to a water jar of two 
or three gallons’ capacity. Some are made as 
plain vessels, others are of all kinds of fanci- 
man, veast and bird. The 
decorate* them with natural pig- 
ments dug from the hills, and when baked 
the colors are indellible. Their blankets are 
woven by hand on a curiously constructed 
loom of primitive make, from the wool of 
home-reared sheep. 

The only soap known to the Isleta Indian 
is the root of a reed-like vegetable. This is 
ready for use as soon. as dug from the 
ground. The root is full of sap, and the 
only prepartion consists of pounding a 
piece of it to cause the sap to run. A beai- 
tiful lather is obtained very rapidly, and it 
is said to be far superior to any manufac- 
tured soap for washing blankets or any 
other goods. And they use it plentifully on 
their persons, too, for they are remarkable 
for their cleanly habits. To this also is at- 
tributed the long growth of their hair, 
and their freedom from baldness. The hair 
of the men grows as long and falls as lux- 
urlantly to their waists as that of the fe- 
male, and it is said that a bald head in 
either sex is absolutely unknown. When a

There are now about 300000 white people 
in the Indian Territory. They have built 
up towns, but are mere tenants at suffer- 
ance without a particle of title to the lands 
on which they built.

One of the Old School of Hard 
Fighters, 


In the discussion as to the best man to 
referee the coming Corbett-Fitzsimmons 
fight many names have been suggested, but 
until recently Western men have evinced 
little interest as to whom they prefer to 
see in this responsible position. George 
Siler of Chicago was suggested, but Corbett 
promptly rejected him, owing to vigorous 
views expressed by Siler against the cham- 
pion,  - 
Bob Farrell, the veteran boxing instruct- 
or and trainer of St. Louis, has been sug- 
gested by the Denver sporting contingent 
and if he should be selected it is a foregone 
conclusion that the men will have to fight, 
and on the square, until one of them is 
whipped, for Farrell comes from the old 
school of fighters—the class that would go 
out before breakfast and fight to a finish 
with bare knuckles for a purse of $100. 
When Farrell was in his prime men fought 
with their hands and did not fill up the 
columns of the papers with a lot of rot 
about what they were going todo. They did 
aay deeds first and told about them after- 
ward. 
Besides having been one of the cleverest 
lightweights in his day, Farrell his ;had 
a great deal of ring experience. He as- 
sisted in training John L. Sullivan for his 
fight with Paddy Ryan in 1882, and seconded 
Jack Dempsey in his fight with Turnbull 
in New York in 1882. Bob seconded George 
Fulljames, who defeated Gallagher and 
afterward gave Dempsey such a hard bat- 
tle. He trained Coburn for his last fight 
with Mace, and went with the former to 
Ireland when Mace forfeited the stakes 
of $500 and went to England. 
Farrell was born in Lawrence, Mdss., in 
1846, and as a schoolboy evinced an apti- 
tude for boxing, against the objections of 
his parents. He drifted to New York and 
under ‘the tuition of Joe Coburn soon be- 
came an expert boxer, but as he was con- 
sidered a green boy little attention was 
given him hy the other fighters. 
He became a resident of the Bowery and 
Old Harry Hill took a liking t6 the young 
man and put him up to meet all comers as 
an attraction to the resort.
